INTERESTING LECTURE ON THE 
BRITISH FLAG. 


Low Anclent Heralds Worked--Some Cur- 
fous (rigtus of Coats-of Avins— Pustish

The following is the substaneaof a 
lecture on the British Rogal Arms de- 
livered recently in Belfast by the Rey. J. 
W. MeCanghan: 

Mr. MeCaughan at the outset spoke of 
heraldey as the shorthand of history, and 
rofetted to the aspeets people used to take 
of it) Phe herald bad a long programinie, 
and heraldry me: = the rules for the 
giuldance of thal eralds lieraldry to ous 
teeans armoury, and armoury is) merely 
the Iiazzons of the shields ‘The word 
biavon Tieans to blow a trampet when a 
conftest took place, and then announce 
the names and arms of those who entered 
the lists We toway cannot understand 
the teeessity of this blazing. Knights 
wore, when fighting, complete armour, 
eo that their faces were completely hid 
den, and you could not tell the one from 
the other. It was essential that there 
should be some marks Whereby they 
miivht be Known to their friends, and the 
heralds duty was to announce to all 
present the distinctive marks borne by 
the respective combatants, This blazon 
in heraldry originated in necessity. It 
Wis necessary that the knights shonld 
have ‘nares in order that their friends 
should know them. Its precursor was a 
hecessity in battle. When men fought 
or qnarchedl in) gredt companies it) was 
nheoessary that the leader ehould have 
tome miark to be known from afar. In 
hattlo alse it Was necessary to have marks 
to bo eastiv Seem and reeognized in the

yarfment Was the origin of the arms of 
France. How came the arms of France 
ints the arms of England’ Inthis way, 
there was one of our Kings who clatmed 
to be King of France.

When the throne became vacant it Was a 
grandson who claimed thecrown, and the 
iting of Rngland said he was a nephew of 
the late King, and, therefore he had a 
closer claim than a grandson, and he 
claimed the Crown of Franc).

A MINE EXPLOSION. 


TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE It A WELSH 
COLLIERY. 


The Adjacent Town Shook as Though an 
Farthquake Had Occurred — Report 
That BFifty-Four Men Were Suffocated 

Tales of Some of the Rescued. 


The residentsof the town and vicinity 
of Tylerstown, which is situated near 
Carditl, Wales, were startled by a terrific 
reverberation which shook the whole 
town, and caused peopleto rush out of 
doors, wondering whether tney were 
being overwheimed with an earthquake. 
it was ascertained in a short time that 
the concussion was cansed by an explo- 
sion in a neigboring colliery, with disas- 
trons consequences to life and property. 
‘The latest report places the number of 
dead at 51, though it is feared that the 
further exploration of the wrecked mine 
will reveal the bodies of more. Reporte 
ofthe number of killed have neen con- 
flicting, and there is donbt as to the 
actial nomber of men in the mine at the 
time of the catastrophe. 

The mining population cf the locality 
knew all too quickly what the muted, 
thunderous? report of the explosion meant 
and rushed to the mouth of the pit, only 
to lave their worst fears confirmad, 
Phe shatt was found to be entirely shat- 
tered, and it was evident that there was 
very little hope that any of those in the 
pitconld have sargived the explosion. 
Phe despair of the women who flocked 
rboul the menth of the pit was little 
tore terrible than the horrible anxiety 
ofthose who hoped to tind those who 
were missing from their sides had by 
some chance not entered the mine, The 
pit wae found to havecanght tire and the 
hindrance that this caused to the work 
of the rescneparties added to the excite- 
mentand tension Gf feeling. It was 
through braving the utmos: peril that 
the living were able to prosecute their 
neat for the dead. 

‘The number of dead grew from twelve 
to fifteen and then twenty,and the list of 
those known to have been in the fatal 
shaft kept yrowingand with it the num- 
ber of bereaved families waiting at the 
surface. ‘The work of exploration is 
roing steadily forward. but under graat 
difficulty, the numerous cave-in’s ob- 
stricting the advance and making it im- 
possible to reach the remote part of the 
inine, While the defeetive ventilation 
often drives back those who are advane- 
ing on their sad errand. ‘The 
cone out brought with them five bodies.
